chard, confessed assassin, who »s 
now trying to send W. D. Hay- 
wood to the gallows with the 
same impassiveness that he plant- 
ed bombs and hurled non-union 
miners and Frank Steunenberg to 
eternity, will . not 
admit in so 


many words that he' was a de- 
tective at the time he was sug- 
gesting and executing dynamite 
plots at Cripple Creek and Den- 
ver. 
This is the only part of his 


testimony, that so far causes him 
any perturbation. He is s'ow to 
answer cross questions relating 
to his connections with the de- 
tectives who were working in 
Colorado to break up the Western 
Federation of Miners. 
• 


Orchard cannot pr will not ex- 


plain why it was that during the 
time Sherman Bell was supreme 
in the Colorado mining towns 
and the district around the mines 
was under martial 
law he was 


never interfered with by thi pick- 
ets or the officers, though every 
other union man was subjected to 
constant surveillance. Nor does 
he explain why it was that his 
home was never searched by sol- 
diers and the homes of the min- 
ers who lived next door to Him 
were ransacked more than once. 


In all other matters Orchard 


is quick to answer, telling of his 
murders and other crimes with 
the utmost nonchalance. 


STORY UNBROKEN. 


His main story is unbroken as 


yet by cross-examination, the 
oefense having succeeded only in 
•^^crediting parts of his tale. He 
continues day, after day to reit- 
erate that his assassinations were 
p'.tid for by Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone, and that while he got 
money from one of the three, the 
funds all came from the Western 
Federation of Miners' headquar- 
ter at Denver, where Haywood 
had his office, and also *he cus- 
tody of the organization finances. 


For four days this unfathom- 


able monster has been under the 
spot light, and his motives for> his 
assassinations and his confession 
are still undiscovered. Even the 
attorneys for the State, who have 
been studying their chief witness 
for fifteen months, confess that 
he baffles them, that they do not 
understand/ him. It is claimed 
that Orchard ha§ been trans- 
formed by deep religious fervor, 
but no sentiment of that nature 
has been evidenced by him. For 
four days he has been recounting

Mr. Melody's friends say that 
he brooded over the loss of his sons 
and constantly spoke of his troubles. 


One feature of the affair that will be 
given attention by Postmaster Camp- 
bell today is the part played by the in- 
spectors. 
T'I don't know whether the Inspectors 
have the right to assume the respon- 
sibility for settling a matter of this 
sort or not," said Mr. Campbell.

a»d sea, and its employment as a soorce of power wa» the 'chid 
cause of the great industrial development which followed.' Until 
the* no real improvement had been made in the means of transport 
since the Romans began to'construct roads. This he illustrated'by 
poisting out the fact that the Emperors Caracalla and Geta were no 
longer in reaching Rome from the city of York to claim the imperial 
purple in the Third Century than Sir Robert Peel was in reaching 
London from Rome in the early part of the Nineteenth Century to 
become the Prime Minister of Great Britain. No comparison could 
have been made which would have been more pertinent. 


After reviewing the enormous influence rapid means of trans- 


portation had during the past century on iron and steel manufacture, 
Sir HugK startled his hearers by stating that the new forces which 
are again being placed within our reach at the beginning of -the 
Twentieth Century promisexto produce immensely greater changes 
ill the next hundred years. "The ultimate possibilities of the electric 
current," declared Sir Hugh, "are not yet within sight, though with 
the eyes of faith, we may guess at them. It may well be that the 
steam engine will be as obsolete as the horse gin before the 
Twentieth gives place to the Twenty-first Century, and that the new 
machine will be in truth the heat engine towards which the first ex- 
perimenters worked"

In 1810, the United States, now the largest manufacturer 
of pig iron in the world, produced only 51,000 tons against Great 
Britain's 243,&~>1 tons. But at the close of tfie year 1905 the produc- 
tion of pig iron in this country had reached the enormous figure of 
23,360,258 tons against 9,608,086 tons in the United Kingdom, which 
is now the third in the list of iron producing countries. And the total 
world's production of ^ig iron that year was 54,610,269 tons. A cen-: 
tury which produced such results in the manufacture of-one metal 
which has served as the basis for its industrial development may well 
be called the age of iron and steel. 


•The Twentieth Century promises, however, to pass into history 


as the age of cement and electricity. The use of the •'former'repre- 


\sejats,.-the recovery of one of the lost arts of the castle-builders of 
'ancient times; the latter is a natural agency of unlimited possibili- 


ties, as Sir Hugh Bell stated, whose serviceability does not seem 
to have been even suspected in the days of the ancients so-far-as any 
record goes. But it promises within the present century to revolu- 
tionize an indefinite num-ber of human industries and"produce re- 
sults whlcli no living man is capable at this-stage of its artificial pro- 
duction and control to foretell, for every known force in-nature is 
convertible into it, while, at the same time, we have practically not a 
primary knowledge of what it is or what it is possible to do with it. 
But man will surely solve its mysteries, as he has many of the other 
agencies of nature, and put it to uses not-now dreamed of as.possible. 
It should be remembered that it was never intended in the order of 
creation that all of the secrets of nature should be revealed to one 
generation or one age.

Tar Experiments in Roadm&king. 


The March number of the Good Roads Magazine contains an 


nformational article on "The Use of Tar Preparations to Prevent 
>ust" which is peculiarly suggestive'to California, The writer de- 
cribes what wonderful results have been obtained in the conversion 
of dusty highways into smooth and ;dustless roads carrying unim- 
paired a heavy traffic since in the year 1900^when the League for the 
Suppression of Dust made its first experiments with tar on the 
liviera. That experiment was so sticcessful that, the writer says, 
he tar processes used throughout France as the chief means for 
ceeping dust down on the/roads. 


It is claimed that the increased durability of the -French roads 


hrough, the tar treatment of their naturally dusty surfaces has re- 
iu\lted in a saving of 25 per cent in the cost of mairitenancs, riot- 
tvithstanding the extra expense of applying the tar. 


About 800,000 square yards of American roadways were treated 


with tar during last year, with the impst satisfactory .results. The 
government reports, of tests made at Jackson, Tenn.,: during the 
iscal year 1905-6 show that after more than seven.months' test, in- 
cluding the winter months, with the tar treatment .the! roads were 
lard and smooth and resembled asphalt save that they presented a 
gritt}' surface. The. tar had formed ajperfect bond witlrthe macadam 
o a depth of from one to two inches. That was a result obtained 
rom one coating. A second coating, applied a year later,; required 
much less tar than the former. Roadways thus treate.d Were as 
easily cleaned as if paved, with asphalt and betrayed no more effects 
of the wear and tear of traffic. That city has since adopted the policy 
of applying the tar treatment to all of its macadamized streets, and 
expects to obtain equally satisfactory results.

- SAN FRANCISCO, June S.-One of the most unfortunate 


features resulting from the graft exposures is the attitude of the 
Eastern press toward the Union Labor party. Stories have been 
sent East from certain papers of this side of the bay to the effect 
that never was there such municipal theft a* thrived since the 
workingmen came into power in San Francisco. 


It has been stated that under any other party it wcaild be 


impossible to carry on such an extensive system of graft without 
being caught red-handed in the act. But we who have lived 
through the various administrations during the past fifteen or 
twenty years know the falsity and absurdity of these conten- 
tions.

San Francisco has had government by: the Republican and 


Democratic parties as well as by the merchant class under 
James D. Phelan and the Union Labor party under Schmitz. 
In each and every instance the incumbents were forced out" of 
power because of their either criminal or criminally negligent 
maladministration.

While the stealing was not as obvious as under the present 


government, it was just as extensive and just as effective. In 
fact, it was more effective inasmuch as the thieves were never 
actually prosecuted and the great public service corporations 
that made it an object to the officials to be dishonest were never 
punished in any way whatsoever. 


Because of the supreme crookedness of the 
administra- 


tions of Chris Buckley and the late Sam Bainey the people rose 
in their might and forced them from power. Then James D. 
Phelan was elected and the new charter went into effect. The 
coming of Phelan was hailed as the redemption of San Fran- 
cisco. He was to appoint on his commission only men above 
suspicion. So he went to the sacred confines of the Bohemian 
and Pacific Union Clubs in quest of desirable material. 


The first meeting of his police commission was like a dinner 


for four served in a private dining-room of an ultra fashionable 
club. George A. Newhall, faultlessly groomed and panoplied in 
the smartest of evening gowns, presided. Joe Howell, likewise 
arrayed and looking like an advertisement for a face massage 
cream, was always on ^and to look put for the spirit of honesty, 
pride and decency which had'-captured the town.

So it looked as if San Francisco was about to be thoroughly 


laundered and that Elisor Bfggy, the spotless one, was to help 
wash the soiled linen. But alas and- alack for the vanity of 
human wishes. Phelan proposed but Col. Mazuma disposed. 
It was only a few short months before there were innumerable 
rows over the saloon licenses. Some of the more vulgar herd 
who conducted their deadfalls in open violation of the law were 
contemptible enough to declare that they were the victims of real 
estate sharks and insurance gougers. This created a lot of talk 
for the reason that Commissioner Newhall was an insurance 
man, while Col. Joe Howell was in the real estate business. 


Then it began to be rumored first in ^whispersi and finally 


shouted in the seven column lines over the front pages,of the 
sensational dailies that if you didn't have-.political influence'of 
the practical kind it was useless fa go to the police commission 
for favors. It was evident that the commission was being con- 
verted infco a big political machine. 


You all remember the career of "Shoot Low" Sullivan as 


head of the police department and how his finish caused some of 
the bitterest feuds that the town has known. Their especial 
venom was due to the unfortunate fact that religion and'; 
nationality were mixed up with the purely political hatreds. 
Sullivan's untimely death gave the job to, George Wittman, 
who had been accused of all the crimes in the calendar ever since 
the days when he was a sergeant and was tried by Judge Conlan 
for extorting tribute from the tinted wrecks strewn along the 
Barbary Coast.

Wittman >s reign as chief of police was one long scrap. He 


was accused of blackmailing the Chinese and gathering revenue 
from the gambling houses which at,that time lined Ellis and 
Powell streets. The State Legislature, under the leadership of 
Postmaster Arthur Fisk, investigated Wittman, but nothing 
came of the inquiry save an unearthing and exposure of the 
fiJthy conditions under which the town was existing. 


So rotten was the Phelan administration that the plain 


people, banded together under the name of the Union Labor1 
party, went to the bat on election day and Eugene E. Schmitz 
became mayor with the oM McNab board of supervisors to 
check his alleged radicalism. The Schmitz victory was hailed 
as the beginning of a new era. 
All agreed that the 


domination of the Bohemian and the Pacific Union clubs 
was a disaster. Phelan was retired to obscurity without^ 
a sigh or a tear. The plain people were, to take hold of 
things as soon as possible and see that the law was carried out 
in the interest of all.

Such is the paradoxical ef- 
fect of justice. We all agree that the men who robbed the 
people; an&bel^yed their;oath of office should be properly and 
adequate!^ i>unisned; but we must also admit; that it is a ques- 
•tion whether the exposure and the re'sult will elo the city more 
harm than good because of the peculiar cbbditibn of the financial 
and business worlds.

: $^pt^;tli,e,business agent of the Cooks1 and ^Waiters' Union, con- 
vinced Torn Reagan that the French restaurants were wicked 
resorts. 


Up to that time Honest ..Torn had professed to believe 


that the bedrooms upstairs were for the accommodation of 
guests taken sick from overeating or suffering from champagne 
vertigo. 


Reagan was horrified to learn the true character of the in- 


nocent-looking joints. 


He could not doubt the proof of their wickedness when in- 


formed by a union emissary that the proprietors were running

the other Chicago anarchists who had thrown bombs at the police, 
in the Haymarket. Incidentally, funds were to be raised for 
their defense. 


Hutton was the principal speaker. Tie was a lawyer,'but 


was an honorary member of the Holders' Union. His remarks; 
were very incendiary. He denounced the prosecution of Spies 
and Parsons as a conspiracy against honest workingmen who 
were standing up for their rights. Among other things, he said 
he would probably have been among the first to throw a. bomb 
had he been present at the Haymarket riot. 


I have been prejudiced against Hutton ever since. I have 


never been able to divest myself of the feeling of disgust and 
dislike that speech inspired. 


Nor has he ever done anything since to mend my bad opin- 


ion of him. That he turned traitor to Scl'mitz after being ap- 
pointed Police Commissioner appeared quite natural. Indeed, 
I was rather pleased that Hutton bit the hand that fed him, for 
I thought Schmitz played a rough joke on Son Francisco in ap- 
pointing him.

BUYING 8PEED- BURN ER*. 


In .the country twenty miles !s al- 
lowed by law, and they go,from forty 
to eighty .mllea an'hour. .Today an 
automobillat who own* a touring car 
capable of going forty miles an hour, 
or twice Jtta. speed allowed by law,, 
veils his slow, machine ajid purchase* 
one of stxtr-nVe horse-power with a 
guaranteed speed of eighty mljes an 
hour, or four 'times .the speed allowed. 
This In itself ahowa the purchaser in- 
tends, to hold the law in contempt and 
thus educates •others to believe our 
law* are not to be respected. 
A law 
should 
be passed forbidding such 
high-power machines from being Al- 
lowed on public roads. 
A law should 
be passed 
forbidding women and 
children 
operating automobiles. 
A 
law should be enacted making the low- 
est fine |100 for the first offense and 
for the second offense the license 
should be forever revoked. 


UNLICENSED MACHINES. 


There are many automobiles running 
around our city today which. do not 
display license numbers, and there are 
many who do not have the license 
numbers made or displayed according 
to the law, which shows it Is their 
cowardly intention to try tp get away 
without detection from any trouble 
they may get mixed up in. 
To comply 
with the law an auto should consume 
twenty seconds of time in passing one 
of Oakland's cross-town blocks, which 
are three hundred feet long. 
Then 
they would be going ten miles an hour, 
which is three miles an hour faster 
than they, should be allowed to go. 
Any citizen can estimate the speed an 
auto Is going by timing an auto that 
distance, allowing twenty seconds to 
the block. 


MENACE TO CHILDREN. 


Children in California live in, the 
open air, and now that it is unsafe to 
let a child out of the front gate to 
play means the curtailment of the 
pleasure of the children, and conse- 
quently a far less healthy child. Peace 
officers, both in the ctty and country, 
should do their duty, and the judge 
ought to consider the word of the ar- 
resting officer as equal In weight to the 
word of an automobilist, as the latter 
Is so used to the intoxication of flying 
over the roads that he does not realize 
the spe£d he Is traveling. 


WEAR OUT ROADS. 


The autos arc great destroyers of 


macadamized streets and roads, and 
Germany, after an exhaustive trial by 
a. government board of engineers, 
Judged that one automobile passlnsr 
swiftly over a macadamized road did 
more damage to the road than seven 
heavily loaded freight wagons. 
The 
weight 
of the 
automobile passing 


quicklly over the road with rubber tires 
forms a suction which draws out the 
finer pieces of macadam, thus causing 
the road to disintegrate and go to 
pieces. 
This fact is proven at home 
by the poor roads from San Francisco 
to Del Monte. 


GERMANY'S WAYS. 


By a cablegram received by our gov- 
ernment at Washington, August 10, 
there was given by United States Con- 
sul Lrlefleld at Freiburg, Germany, the 
following Information, which shows 
that the recent German laws regulating 
taxes oh automobiles will make auto- 
mobile touring in the German empire 
very expensive. 
The laws went into 


effect the first of the month. 
Some of 
the items of expense are: First, the 
payment of an entrance fee of J3.95, 
The tax on a six-horse-power machine 
is 15.95 per month, and on a 100-horse- 
power machine $373.95 per month. 
Our automobiles pay no charges, de- 
stroy the country roads the farmer is 
assessed to keep keep up, and if he 
gets In their road, or they run him 
down, kill his team, break his wagon 
into small pieces and Injure him 'se- 
verely they abuse him like a pickpocket 
and tell him he had no business on the 
road.

In my opinion the time is ripe for 


^organizing by the thousands of citi- 
zens of Alameda county of an anti- 
automobile life-saving association to 
assist by moral support the peace offi- 
cers of the county and to see they do 
their duty in compelling obedience on 
the part of automoblllsts; to recom- 
mend and enact-such laws regulating 
autos that they deem wise and Just for 
the city councils, town trustee*, boards 
of supervisors and the legislature to 
enact and then if these don't hold auto 
drivers down to take steps to eliminate 
automobiles from all streets and pub- 
lic highways. 
One association start- 
ed In Alameda county would be quickly 
followed by a aimUar organization In 
ererr county irf the State. 
To show 
how I feel in the matter that I rec- 
ommend, I will promise to give outr^fht 
the sum of twenty-flve dollars toward 
founding such an association.

Jtoads Place Orders for 
Large 


Number of Cars and 


Engines. 


SAN FRANCISCO. June 8.—Santa Fe 
and Southern Pacific officials who have 
mad* a study of the subject state that 
•Jl the roads in this country are this 
year spending a billion dollars for new 
cars, locomotives and additional track 
facilities. 
They state it 
IB estimated 
that. If the manufacturers are equal 
to the test, between 340,000 and 350,000 
freight cars will be addecS to the equip- 
ment of the railway*, fully 6000 pas- 


senger cars and 6000 locomotives. It is 
uxpected that the banner year of 1905, 
when more freight and passenger cars 
and more locomotives, were turned out 
than during any other yea/ in railroad 
history, will be surpassed. The capacity 
of 
the 
manufacturing plants has in- 
creased since then, and it in known 
that on January 1st last 570,000 freight 
car orders had been placed. 


This means that 
the 
shops of the 
country would 
have 
been kept busy 
until September 1st, even though not 
another car had been ordered. 
Since 
that time it is estimated fully 100,000 
freight car orders have been placed, 
and Judging from the first three months 
of the year, the orders will reach $350,- 
000. 
The record of 1305 was 
341,315 
freight cars. 
I^ast year the railroads 
purchased 310,000 freight cars, 3400 pas- 
senger cars, and 5650 locomotives. 


It is estimated that the railroads will 
pay fully 192,000,000 for steel rails dur- 
ing the present year. If this proves true 
the steel mills will have to turn out 
about 3,300,000 tons of that product. The 
output last year was about 3,250,000 tons. 
It Is said the Western roads will use 
fully 1,600,000 tons of rails and 
that 
nearly 1,000,000 tons of rails will be

pressions of a Pennsylvanian now vis- 
iting in Californi are contained in a 
letter received here from*Miss Edith 
Akin, who recently -went to the Pa- 
cific Coast. 
The .writer, among oth- 


er things^ says: 


I am a few miles south' of Fresno, 


the exact geographic center of the 
State. 
For ten years 
the average 


annual rainfall fo« eix months, 'rainy 
season;" has been ten inches. There 
are often many 
charming days be- 


tween rains.. -As for our rainless sum- 
"riiers, other •'Easterners agree that no 
rain is needed for comfort here, be- 
cause of the remarkable low hv|piid- 
ity. 
Soil and industries vary, greatly. 


For instance, here about Fresno the 
soil best suits vines and trees. I have 
yet to aee a field of Indian corn, in 
this vicinity. . But 
It is different. In, 
the part of the country 
bordering 


Kings river. 
The soil there also fa- 


vors vines and 
trees, 
as is proved 


when a four-year-old peach orchar<l 
brings $100 an acre 
for 
unpicked 


fruit, which happened last year. But 
the soil, unlike this, grows whatever 
pastern farms (will. I know of few 
other places in the State where Indian 
corn flourishes. How I admired that 
crop when 
I saw 
15-foot 
stalks. 


Broom and Egyptian corn also thrive. 
Gyp corn grows In heads about a 
foot long and is threshed like wheat 
and is a money-maker. Haystacks are 
no novelty along Kings river. The 
six7acre field made sixty, .heavy two- 
horse loads of alfalfa in one season. 
,But herds from New Mexico and Ari- 
zona are shipped there to fatten in 
pastures. Cows, on native grasses all 
year, bring 
neat 
checks 
from the 
creameria* at Laton, which ships its 
entire output to Los Angeles on con- 
tract. , All this emphasizes the mark- 
ed contrast to be found, perhaps ID 
miles apart, in the great agricultural 
heart of California. But greater con- 
trasts exist here. 
One is found in 
the southwestern corner of the same 
county. There oil is all that counts. 


CROP DIVERSITY. 


As these diversities suggest, there 


is an enormous exchange of commod- 
ities within the State. 
Fortunately 


for our county, the future food prop- 
osition rests mainly 
with us. "The 
Grant" is the one uncongenial spot in 


I the entire State best suited to tho 
i Eastern farmer with hia mixed crops, 


for which there is always 
demand.

two sexes—the legal subordination of one sex ta the other—is 
wrong in itself, and now one of the chief hindrances to human 
•Improvement, and that it ought to be replaced by principles of 
perfect equality, admitting no power or privilege on the one side 
»or disability on the other." 
1 hold it to be tn»e with those who 


•ay that the foundation upon wljich this equality is to be reared 
li the political enfranchisement of wc>m»n. 


In sentiment we have advanced s>omewh;U since 17»0, when 


• learned writer of the period explained that people who should

t b» included In the county franchise were those who."He under 
tnral incapacities, and, therefore, cannot exercise .a *ound dis- 


cretion, or (who are) so much under the influence of others,that 
they cannot have a will of their own in the choice of candidates. 
O< the former description are women, infants. Idiots, lunatics; of 
tho latter, persons receiving alms an.i revenue officers.' 


We do not now (speak of women as being in the same cate- 


gory as "Idiots" and "lunatics," but for political purposes we 
treat them as it they were.

We at present can form no conception of what woman is 


capable of being or doing. We have no data upon which to base 
»ny real conclusions. Nowhere is woman treated as the free .and 
. equal companion of man. Among colored people, living In a state 


of nature and in a tribal environment which has evolved itself 
annd wherein custom is the only law, the woman, though fat 
from being, the degraded creature which -she has so 'often been 
pictured by superficial observers, IB *>*J11 her husband's drudge, ami 
frequently part of his wealth. 


In the military state of social evolution," or the age of chiv- 


alry, as it has been dubbed'by persons of poetic temperament 
and vivid imagination, woman is the weaker .and more spiritual- 
ized sex, requiring to be protected by her lord and almost wor- 
shiped as a superior creation. "Half angel, half Idiot" aptly de- 
scribes this conception of woman. 
This is but a perverted wsiy 


of declaring her inferiority. 
The homage paid to her is much 


like that we should pay to a child. 
In no sense Is It a recog- 


nition of equality; often.lt is the exact opposite. In modern Ufa 
we get back to .the savage state. 


Woman of the working class is; again the drudge who does 


th*> menial work. 
Her husband work's i'or and' Is dependent for 


the opportunity to work upon a master; his wife works for.arid. 
is dependent for her livelihood upon a husband. Th«re are vary- 
ing degrees of this feeling of ~ subjection, and I think it > could be 
shown that the position of women, as of most other things, has 
always been better, more near an .equality with man, in Keltic 
than In non-Keltic races'or' tribes. Thus in Scotland a woman 
speaks of her husband as her "man," whilst In Staffordshire he 
la spoken of as "the master." 


The universality of this subjection of woman, is assumed by 


many as an Infallible testimony to tho truth. of the theory that 
woman' must be inferior to man in some w.ay. Were it not so, 
say these quidnuncs, there would, bo some exceptions to prove 
the contrary. 
They overlook the on-j obvious explanation which 


explains everything—motherhood. 


In the early days of the race, the days of the huntsman and 


I.'1-2 wuirior, when the spoils of war and the trophies.of the chuss 
were the only wealth .of nations, chilribeartng must have br-eu a 
*erious handicap to the woman. Add to this the fact that war 
meant prisoners', and that from the first, probably, even when. 
men. captured In warfare were killed na an Incumbrance, wom,:n. 
'or reasons which will be' understood without beingr stated, were 
spared; by their captpra,: and that, coming down to later times. 
when men captives were made slaves and women-raiding became 
a favorite.'pastime, we can see explanation enough'of the position 
which In process of time woman camo to occupy, and from which 
she only'now is slowly'and toilsomely emerging. 


Already we see how the 'intensity of the struggle for pjllt- 


ical recognition is developing, in individual cases,, those qualities 
of .uinrt and brain which man has been wont to assume as bsfng 
Ms syecial monopoly; '• and from these cases we may infer how 
vJrhly endowed the fleld of human thought will become when en- 
riched by the products, of .the brains of men and women working 
together on terms of equality, and free from the debasing and 


sinister influences which subjection, in any form, imposes upon 
the subdued and tho subduer. So true !t Is that one end of the 
chain "which binds the slave is fastened round the life of hia 
master that the emancipation of women wi'.l also infallibly give 
freedom to men. 


Woman whoso circle of interests is circumscribed by her pots, 


pans and scrubbing brushes, varied, by an occasional goBsip with 
a neighbor or quarrel with her husband, can never, however af- 
fectionate, be other than a curb upon the. opening, eagerly ques- 
tioning intelligence of her children. 
Broaden the outlook of the 


mother and you open a now world for childhood to grow in, a'nd 
bind 'many a wild, wayward youth to his home life who is now 
driven out into the world for lack of that sympathetic, intelligent 
companionship which an educated and enlightened mother can 
alone supply. 


The "half angel, half idiot" period Is over in the woman's 


wcrld. 
She is fighting her way Into everyjysphere of human ac- 


tivity. 
Her labor is corning: into competition with that of m«n 


in nearly every department of industry. 
In the learned profes- 


sions she is forcing herself to the front by sheer determination 
and force of intellect in a way that will not be denied. Sooner 
or later men will be compelled to treat with her and recognize 
her as a co-worker, and they could not begin better than by 
admitting her right to be a co-voter.

There is a Chinese theater 


right here in Oakland. Few peo- 


ple know of it, and fewer still 


have witnessed a 
performance 


there. In fact, not every one is 


so constituted as to 
enjoy an 


evening away from established 


traditions. For myself I confess 


to a liking for the unusual—a de- 


sire to get away, to see how other 


people live, to gaze upon other 


lands, irthale a different air, eat 


other food, witness and perhaps 


indulge in other customs. It was 


this very longing made one so 


readily comply with the editor's 


wish for a write-up of the Chinese 


theater, which, so far as the aver- 


age

is 
concerned, 


might be in the heart of China 


instead of down on the corner of 


Second and Harrison streets. Yet 


here it is cheek by jowl, one 


might say, with our other places 


of amusement. 


The exterior does not give even 


a hint of what is to be expected;

The preliminary over, you are 


free to select any seat you may 


choose to occupy. There is a re- 


served section distinguished by 


chairs, while the general admis- 


sion people 'have a 
choice of 


wooden benches. 
Performances 


begin in this theater at 6 o'clock 


e\ery night and continue until 


12:30. At first this 
theatrical 


venture wasn't very well patron- 


ized; I've been given to under- 


stand, on account of insufficient 


police protection and the presence 


in Oakland of a considerable num- 


ber of Chinese highbinders. 
But 


these latter, so "Sam," the guide 


said, have all gone away. I con- 


fess to little^tremors in regard to 


an incursion into the 
land of 


Orientalism and the making of 


minute inquiries beforehand. But 


Sam reassured me, particularly 


regarding the highbinders. One 


does not like the idea or even, the 


faint suspicion that somewhere, 


in a dark alley near by, lurks a 


dusky-faced son of the 
Orient, 


longMcnife in hand, waiting for an 


unsuspecting victim; nor were 


my feelings very much assuaged 


by Sam's reply to another ques- 


tion. 
Sam's

of 


English is imperfect. 


'Got plenty police here, Sam?" 


was an inquiry which brought the 


nonchalant reply, "Oh, police no 


good r 


"Why not, Sam?" I bristled at 


any imputations against the glory 


of our uniformed force. 
But a 


chuckle and its accompanying 


reply laid low my pride. "Police 


take heap money. 
Police steal. 


You remember, two years ago, 


police steal 'em ham?" 


This was too much and I de- 


termined, come what might, to 


question no further regarding the 


safeguards thrown about Oak- 


land's Chinese quarter. 


The building is big.

There were lour in our party, 


counting Sam, who was for 


proudly escorting us to seats of 


honor on the stage. We declined 


with becoming modesty, to make 


ourselves targets for the hundreds 


of almond eyes, and took seats 


well to the 
front, among 
the 


Chinese. 


This theater has several good 


points. It's splendidly ventilated, 


for one thing, as well as roomy. 


There are si* windows on either 


side the room, each opening on 


the outside. The ceiling is high. 


The walls pf 
rough, 
unplaned 


wood, with ;oists and rafters ex- 


posed to plain view. But it is on 


the stage itself that interest cen- 


ters. Footlights there are none. 


To the back, or either side, sput- 


ter two gas je,ts, while down in 


front, suspended from the rough 


beamed ceiling depend four iron 


gas pipes, each crossed with a 


single bar, ha\ing a dozen lights 


each. 


In the very center back is an 


alcove for the orchestra and im- 


mediately above runs a tiny gal- 


lery decorated in gold embroidery 


silken cloths and gently swaying 


lighted lanterns. On either side 


below is a door leading to mys- 


terious regions beyond. 


It was shortly after 8 o'clock 


when we arrived. I had hoped for 


an interpreter, but failing to se- 


cure the services of onev the" per- 
i 
* 


formance took on, for me, some- 


thing of the nature of a panto- 


mime. The star actor and the 


leading lady were doing a stunt 


at the time—a very serious affair, 


and impressiveness of the, actions. 


This star is a 
handjsome 
man, 


from a Celestial point

looks, and bigger than the aver- 


age. He wore an enormous head- 


gear, embroidered in jewels, with 


long silken tassels dependant on 


either side, while his robe of pale 


creamy white was richly flowered 


in blue—the color of sentiment. 


The little maiden to whom he de- 


livered his love messages was 


garbed in sober black, trimmed 


with bands of green, with a knot 


of silver flowers in her hair. The

father, a stately old gentleman 


with long, flowing white beard 


divided into three sections, like 


that of a veritable patriarch. But 


his manner of wearing that beard 


was certainly a little peculiar and 


a trifle wobbly.

stage is obvious. So also there 


was no attempt to conceal the 


fact that the long white beard and 


the man himself were only tem- 


porarily wedded each to the other, 


for the whiskers were secured to 


his face by silken cords and appar- 


ently in front were pinned to his 


teeth. There was some sort of a 


confab between the two, when an- 


other individual, sword in hand, 


daubs of white paint along each 


side his nose, and gowned in ag- 


gressive red with rsilkcn white 


embroideries, 
came 
upon 
the 


scene. 
Ensued more talk. Exit 


girl and 
hero. 
The 
bearded 


gentleman does the kow-tow act 


to the new-comer, who 
lords 


about becomingly; 
returns the 


little maiden, disdaining the new- 


comer and spurning his offer of 


marriage. Returns later the star; 


follow angry words and a great 


chasing up, down and across the 


stage, while the disdained one 


flourishes his sword in every di- 


rection except where it could hit 


any one. 
Flee the little maiden 


and her lover while a kick in his 


stomach, heartily administered by 


the irate one, 
lands 
the

gentleman flat on his back. And

Just as he begins to tumble a 


super rushes out and places under 


the actor's head a conical block 


certain! 


while the musicians twang and 


beat their instruments as 
the 


voices rise and fall. 


Like our own playwrights the 


Chinese writers appear to be 


fond of love scenes, 
for there 


were several of them during the 


evening; one beginning with the 


purchase of the girl and ending 


at the altar. 
This' transaction 


seemed mightly to please the 


audience, particularly when 
the 


roll of bills in payment for the 


bride was placed in the hands of 


the 
sprightly 
httle 
Chinese 


soubrette who did the match- 


making. But there was one thing 


which struck me, and that was 


the fact that never, by any acci- 


dent, did one of these stage people 


touch the other. All was dignity 


and grace. Really, to watch these 


Chinese women move about in 


their slippered feet and Oriental 


gowns is worth while; they are 


charmingly graceful, and onl} 


once did I see the slightest evi 


dence of coquetry: this on the 


part of the leading lady, who 


needless to say, is by far the pret- 


tiest woman of the troupe. There 


are five actresses in this corn- 


pan}'' and several men who im- 


personate female characters. 


The stage settings are of the 


simplest sort, with i tables 
and 


chairs patterned after a fashion 


of wood, say about "six inches 


high. The fallen oae 
remains 


prostrate for the brief space pos- 


sibly of a minute, then rise* and 


nimbly flies the stage. 


which well might be utilized by 


the arts and crafts society. Noth- 


ing is upholstered, but over the 


tables and chairs is thrown a 


double-faced drapery of sober hue 


on one side while the reverse is 


bright red. 
When the scene de- 


picts poverty, 
forth 
steps 
the 


stage manager, who puts on the 


somber-hued coverings. 
Should 


wealth have its turn, once more 


the manager steps smilingly 
to 


the front and folds the dra'peries

manager is no sinecure. He's 


there all the time; he's a busy 


man. 
Every act, every word he 


is ready to anticipate; 
does a 


member of the company want to 


kneel, he is on the ground before- 


hand, deftly spreading a little mat 


on the floor. Needed a basin, as in 


the act where one of the women 


washes a white underskirt of very 


^ 
American make, the stage man- 


ager hands it to her. 
And so 


through the evening, the stage 


manager, dressed in plain e%er}- 


day Chinese garments, is 
part 


and parcel of the play. 


Nor do I envy the membeis 


of 
the 
orchestra. 
Certainly 


theirs is a most strenuous life, for 


scarcely a line of the play is ut- 


tered except to the accompani- 


ment of music, which wails, rises, 


falls, slows or quickens, accord- 


ing to the mood of the play. But 


the musicians have some com- 


pensations after all. 
For 
ex- 


ample, the stage is n6t entirely 


sacred to the 
playets. 
Those 


side benches are partially occu- 


pied at least. The players them- 


selves take the 
center of 
the 


stage, and on the sides two little 


children sit, first in one place, 


(then the other. 
These young- 


sters kept awake all evening and 


occasionally drifted over to the 


musicians 
where 
they'd 
talk 


awhile, then go contentedly back 


to their seats. 


Concerning the audience. The 


men all kept their hats on, and 


most of them smoked, while a 


peddler, bearing aloft 
upon his 


head a circular tray divided into 


compartments filled with edibles, 


made repeated trips between the 


rows of seats, indicative of the 


palates of his purchasers, most of 


them bought sugar cane in pref- 


erence to his other wares 


Just before leaving our party 


visited behind the scenes Putting 


aside the red and yellow curtain 


we entered one long room wheie 


the actors, the actresses, then- 


trunks, wardrobes, make-up and 


belongings hold sway. The star, 


after the fashion of other stars, 


was pacing up and down. 
He 


acknowledged our entrance by a 


smile and a bow, but tha^ 


the only indication that our com- 


ing had been noticed. Two of the 


actresses 
were 
beguiling the 


"wait" by puffs at long-stemmed 


brass pipes; they were perched 


upon benches and smoked away 


gravely, the while regarding us 


covertly from 
beneath lowered 


lids. The property trunks all had 


their covers throvn back against 


the wall, exposing contents of 


marvelous beauty. 
Really the 


silken stuffs they use and 
the 


handwork on these belongings are 


magnificent. Above the trunk lids 


on 
narrow shelves 
extending 


along the walls were 
smaller 


articles, each in itself a work of 


art. 


As our coming caused no com- 


ment neither did our departure. 


The sea of yellow faces in the 


audience turned ^ith one accord 


toward our party as we were 


leaving, then back again to the 


play, just as Americans would 


have given a glanre of curiosity 


at a party of Chinese.

"Soon after the attack by the bee- 


tle," continued Mr. Green, "the wood 


i of the pine begins to turn blue, due to 
a fungus in the wood cells. 
After 


infection the, trees remaia green until 
spring, when the leaves die. In this 
condition the wood is just as good as 
that ot healthy trees. The dead tim- 
ber la that from which the insects 
have emerged and whose needles have 
died. Its condition depends upon the 
length of time It has been dead. Two 
years after the attack the trees begin 
to rot and their soundness is uncertain 
from that time onward. The govern- 
ment Is offering this infected timber, 
standing, to sawmill men at |1 a thou- 
sand teet, whereas the healthy green 
trees s*ll for 15 a thousand feet
